oth Indeed, no other mechanical de- 
vice may be said to enjoy so much distinc- 
tion for utility as the bicycle, it being 
adapted with equal usefulness to business, 
pastime and healthgiving pursuits. The

is unimpeachably evidenced by its constant 
wse among divines, dectors lawyers and 
business men in every section of the coun- 
try, and the fact that it has received the 
endorsement of a large number among these 
classes of men, many of whom are old rid- 
ers, explodes the idea put forth by some 
people, who from selfish motives are Op- 
posed to its use, that the present populari- 
ty is a temporary one.

The large 
ortion of our pleasure comes from trauns- 
tion from place to place, more or. less 
rapid; and with the wheel the lovers of 
eling can indulge their wildest fancy in 

S$ particular. The early morning spin 
for an “appetizer,” the moonlight run, the 
leisurely ride into the open country, or the 
more extended tour of one or two weeks’ 
duration, to say nothing of that social tie 
which binds them indissolubly to one an- 
other, and the exchange of good fellow- 
ship that is always enjoyed at their “meets,” 
-tours and entertainments. There is a sub- 
tle charm, a keen delight and a depth of 
enthusiasm for the sport which cannot be 
described, and perhaps one of the most 
commendable features is that it is not con- 
fined either by custom or requirement to any 
particular class or age, but the old or young, 
men or women, weak or strong, gay or se- 
date may with equal propriety enjoy this 
universal sport.

It quickens 
respiration and thus stimulates circulation 
of the blood, which is the initial step to re- 
movng dyspepsia, insomnia, ennui and that 
universal malady commonly called “the 
blues;”” and when indulged in with proper 
discretion, it has never been known to fail 
of recuperating the system run down by 
over work or sedentary employment. It 
is chiefly due to the gentie yet universal ex- 
ercise afforded, necessarily in the open air 
that cycling has met with such favor and 
general recommendation among pbysicians; 
and while the original cost of a machine 
may seem large to the average purse, it is 
impossible to calculate in figures the bene- 
fits which will be derived from such an in- 
vestment. But to persons of weaker con- 
titutions it is recommended that a certain 
gree of prudence be observed in their 
first experiences with this new and delight- 
ful means of recreation. In their initial 
rides care should be taken not to over- 
tax the mr by long trips or unneces- 
sary efforts in hill climbing or speeding. 
Under no circumstances should a ride be 
made on an entir empty stomach or im- 
mediately after a hearty meal. Drink lit- 
tle or no water while riding, and if fatigued 
or overheated, a claret punch may be taken 
with benefit; but thee last two conditions

Embrace is from en, changed to em for 
euphony, in, and brachium, an arm-—to hold 
in one’s arms.

Kaleidoscope is from the Greek kalos, 
beautiful, eidos, form and skopein, to look, 
and the sentence-like word means, to look 
upon beautiful forms.

Critic is from the Greek krites, a judge. 

Autocrat is from autos, self, and krateo, 
to rule or to be powerful.

Vul- 
can was the blacksmith of the gods in the 
old mythology, who made their armor, built 
their homes and prepared all their furnish- 
ings. When the maid fe saw a mountain 
smoking they believ ulcan was at work 
below and that the smoke came from. his 
forges. His workmen were giants who had 
only one eye in the middle of the forehead, 
they were called Cyclops, from kuklos, a 
circle or round, and ops, an eye. ‘This is 
the origin of our famous word kuklux. 

Instruct literally means to pile up in, 
from in, and struere or its participle struc- 
tus. Its most important meaning as used 
by the Romans was to draw up in line of 
battle. This idea is a very useful one, to 
draw the mind to attertion, hold it under 
orders, to move or act as sol iers are ready 
when in linc or parade, are important ele- 
ments of instruction.

What Is a Good Sofa? 


Besides the two general types of sofa 
which I have - mentioned, there is the 
homely lounge, less objectionable than 
either of the others, because it attempts 
less. commendable for its cheapness cer- 
tainly, but for no other good quality. 

All this cfiticism naturally suggests the 
question, “What is a good sofa?” which 
brings us once more to our starting point.

It should be 
pleasant to look at, since it must occupy 
so large a space in the room we live in. 
Its highest purpose is served when we 
come to it sick or exhausted, and extend 
ourselves at full length on its pleasant 
surface» but as this emergency may come 
but seldom, it should be adapted to seating 
comfortably two or three people. Lastly, 


it must be of reasonable cost.

Going back to “A,” cut the twine half 
way between this and the second point, 
take the two ends which you now have at 
“A” and tie an upholsterer’s knot, figure 
3. This is done with the forefinger of the 
left hand between the two ends of the 
twine—see successive steps a, b, c, in fig- 
ure 3; slip the finger out very carefully, 
in drawing up the knot, which will then 
look at “d@.” Now slip a tuft between 
the two parts of the twine which join in 
the knot, draw the straight end with the 
left hand, at the same time pushing the 
knot down with the right, until the tuft 
is drawn tight enough. Proceed “in the 
same way with all the tufts, cutting off 
the ends of twine close as each is 
drawn down into Boron 
Stitching the edge is all that now re 
mains to complete the mattress. To do 
this begin with a needleful of twine, 
about a third of the way down the edge 
from the top and close to one corner;

The cool weather and showers of the past 
week have aroused the apprehension of 
those interested 1 the grain crop. _ It is 
well known chat the farmers of Georgia 
have more wheat growing than they have 
bad in many years, an the success of the 
crop will have mu_h to é@¢ with the contin- 
ued effort to re-stablish wheat as one of 
our staple crops. iJ’rior to the war, and up 


to 1870, north Georgia we- a famous wheat- | 


growing country, and somc of the largest 
mills in the country wera lecated here. Then 
wheat culture tell vif, and for several years 
has been almost ri andoned, but of late there 
his been new interest in the grain and 
probably the iargest crop ir twenty years is 
now approaching maiuiy. The weather 
of the next few weeks w.jl mean a great 
deal for the farmers of the upper half of 
the state. 

Professor Charles Maires concluded last 
night his course of six lectures on English 
literature, and tuis closed the course of 
thirty-six university lectures projected by 
the ‘Young Mens’ Library in December. 
‘4ue experiment vas au inportant one, for 
it opens up a ‘ew field in higher education, 
one hardly dreamed of heretofore. The li- 
brary board and the uni ersity faculty were 
especially anxious that these lectures should 
become self-sustainmg, in order that they 

might become a permanent feature of the 
library’s educational work. This result has 
been almost attained, and it appears from 
the light which :xperievce has thrown on 
the subject that a fe changes will make 
the work entirely self-sustsining in the fu- 
ture. One mistake was ii putting the fee 
at $1 for six lectures. That was only one- 
fourth of the customary charge for univer- 
sity lectures, and just hai of the fee first 
suggested. It is velieved that some changes 
in the as 5 ind a little widening of the 
course will make the university lectures 
self-sustaining this fa}. 

Few people realize the importance of the 
work which has beevw done through the 
farmers’ institutes this spring by Dr. H.C. 
White and his coadjuter, Rev. J. B. Hunni- 
cutt. The governing board of the state col- 
lege of agriculture and mechanic arts took a 
step of tremendous importance when it 
passed the resolution pioviding for these in- 
stitutes. This work among ‘the farmers is 
close akin to that called university exten- 
sion in the cities, but there is the important 
difference that the lecturet at farmers’ in- 
stitutes bear lirectly on scientific agricul- 
ture. If Dr. White’s lectvre on the air, the 
soil and water ould b. heard by every 
farmer in this state 1t would add millions to 
the value of our agrici 'tvral products and 
change many a burreu, unsightly waste into 
a blooming garden. 

The most :mportant fiature of these in- 
stitutes was the gladness with which Dr. 
White was heard. Much as you hear about 
their ignorance and prejvdice, the farmers 
of Georgia are eager to learn the best méth- 
ods. A thousand of them at Griffin iisten- 
ing for hours to a lecture on scientific agri- 
culture, gave eviience of the intense inter- 
est which is felt im this subject. Indeed, 
there is no subject upon which the masses 
of Georgia are mo-e ‘n earrest than they are 
upon education, technical as well as elemen- 
tary. 


It is a great pity ‘that neither Chancellor 
Boggs, Dr. White or Dr. Hopkins could ac- 
cept the invitations tendered them to ad- 
dress the Southern Educational Societ 
which meets heve in July. Those 2 
teachers represent the very working leaven 
of education in the south, and if a man has 
anything worth saying, the opportunity to 
send an important idea.s far is one to be 
coveted. People <i rget that ideas rule the 
world. The ideas that first see the light in 
this great gathering will go out and move 
mountain. ‘The southern states, educa- 
tionally speaking, are just at the point 
where there are mnounteins to be removed. 

I notice that they are to discuss big ques- 
tions in this convention of teachers. A good 
many people are waiting with interest to 
see how ae ompratens will handle the ne 
gro question, a gooG many more are 
waiting to see h they wil: solve the prob- 
lem of i an ply the country school. ere 
is a impression among thoughtful 
seuste that ocal taxation is the secret of 
success in the country school. If we are to 
have schools supported by taxation, then 
let it be local, so as to increase local inter- 
est and responsibility. - When thirty-five 
counties are pensioners upon the state treas- 
ury of Georgia, there is something radically 
wrong. The experience of the state has 
been that money 1s not as carefull Ragen we 
istered when it somes from the state 
treasury. As evidence ci this, it 4 only 
necessary to compare the school money 
squandered on the chart swindle with the 
local tax spent by counties in building 
bridges. 

The Georgia experir-ent station has made 
one achievement which alone promises to 
repay the state many times for the expense 
of the establishment. Last fall The Con- 
stitiition printed an account of the experi- 
ment station’s work in Er eng sea 
island with upland cotton. e experiment 
has resulted in the prody tion of a “ry va- 
riety which gives approximatel 
island staple on an upland stalk

The Changes of the Last Forty Years in 
“Children’s Clothing. 


WHAT SHALL OUR LITTLE ONES WEAR P 


Mrs. Richards Says “No Bands, No Wool 
Next the Skin”—Bessie’s Sensible 
Winter Trousers. 


How shall, we dress the children? Moth- 
ers have asked the question ever since the 
an mother tied a lamb’s skin round little 

ain. 

The answers have been many and va- 


ous. 

For hundreds of years swaddling clothes 
were corsidered a matter necessity. 
Egyptian babies were swaddled very much 
as an Indian papoose is today, with end- 
less bandages swathed round and round 
the body, pinioning the arms to the sides 
and prisoning the legs and feet. The 
masters have painted Him thus, though, as 
clothes, we are told; and some of our old 
masters have painted Him thus, though, as 
a rule, they preferred to throw tradition 
aside, and give the divine infant every grace 
of dimpled curves softly rounded 
limbs. : 

The pictures of the sixteenth cen 
show us infant princes and cardinals swad- 
died up to the neck, their outer wrappings 
covered with gold and precious stones. 
Even today, in Italy, you may see a baby 
hung up against the wall of a house by a 
strap from its shoulders while the mother 
washes in the doorway. These Italian babies 
have the arms free, but body and | form 
one cocoon-like shape. This makes the 
child straight, the mothers will tell you, 
and gives it a strong back. 

In Germany, babies are carried about on 
a pillow for the first three months, with 
the same idea of keeping the back straight, 
and this last is not at all a bad plan. 

Forty Years Ago. 

Here and in enlightened Europe, a great 
change has taken place during the last 
forty years in the clothing of children. 
necked and short-sleeved frocks, and short 
socks, which left the leg bare from knee 
to ankle. It was a pretty fashion (if the 
child were plump), and one that died hard. 
Mothers could not bear to cover the pretty 
Forty years ago every child wore low- 
white necks, the round, dimpled arms. 

A dear and wise friend argued long with 
me on the subject when the question arose 
of high or low frocks for my first baby, 
pointing with well-justified pride to her five 
stalwart sons, and telling me of their baby- 
hood, when they wore “real baby frocks,” 
and lived in a house with no furnace through 
the long Maine winters, and grew in strength 
and beauty. She told me of the nurse, a 
Maine woman, grim and faithful, who would 
carry the baby through the long, stone-cold 
corridors in his nightgown and nothing else, 
for the a of hardening him, 
“and she succeeded!” she would add with 
a proud glance at the young Hercules who 
had strangled these serpents of cold and 
exposure in his cradle. 

listened, admired, but was not convinc- 
ed. My bay might not be a Hercules! It 
was an open question then, but now it can 
hardly be considered one, so universally has 
the high frock with long sleeves found favor 
with sensible people.. 
Freedom of Body and Limbs. 

The tendency of the present day is to 
ward freedom of body and limbs for the 
infant. Everything superfiuous is to be done 
away with; the child is not to be weighed 
down by useless envelopes, by dresses of 
twice the needful length. We used to think 
that every well-regulated baby must wear 
first a shirt of linen cambric; second, a 
knitted woolen shirt; third, a flannel or 
knitted band; fourth, a flannel garment 
known here as a pinning blanket and in 
England (who can say why?) a burrow; 
fifth, a white petticoat; sixth, a long gown. 

The band was a thing of prime import- 
ance. If of flannel, it was usually fastened 
with flat safety pins, though I have known 
mothers who sewed the band together every 
morning and ripped it apart every evening, 
thinking the safety pins uncomfortable for 
the child to lie on. repeat, the band was 
absolutely necessary. It strengthened the 
child. It kept the body firm. It prevented 
this, that and the other calamity. I don’t 
know what it did not do. In short, we talked 
just as Egyptian women talked a thousand 
years ago—uay, as Italian, or Spanish, or 

squimau, or Indian women talk today, 
about swaddling clothes. 

Today. 

And now in all is changed. The baby of 
today wiggles his little body in absolute 
freedom, and kicks in untrammeled joy. 
He wears a shirt, a wrapper-like, princess- 
shaped garment of flannel or cotton flannel 
and a slip; and that is all save a diaper, 
which is pinned to the shirt. 

“What,” asks some one, “is the differ- 
ence between a ‘slip’ and a ‘gown?’ ” 

It is only a difference of degrees. The 
gown 1s supposed to be very long and more 
or less elaborately trimmed; the slip is only 
long enough to cover the feet well, and is 
plain, the plainer the better. 

To quote from Miss Oakey’s charming 
volume, “Beauty and Dress,” “there is an 
appropriateness in flutings and embroider- 
les to serve as draperies for a little creat- 
ure who is always handled, and consequent- 
ly tumbled. The — of soft, delicate, 
white cambric needs no set-off; and a sim- 
a hem is as pretty as any ruffle for a ba- 

y's dress: we think, indeed, that it is much 
prettier. The suggestion is agreeable, also, 
that it gives a constant relay of the lit- 
tle, simple, fresh garments, which should 
be in dozens, like handkerchiefs, in - the 
drawer, to be as easily replaced.”

The time of “short-coating,” of cutting 
the petticoats all round about used to be a 
period of great anxiety to the mother. She 
was so afraid of his taking cold, by the 
sudden change from the long robe to the 
short frock, when every kick bared the 
rosy limbs, all unused to the free air. She 
made the change in terror, and for some 
time would hover about with a blanket, 
casting it over the flying legs whenever the 
room seemed a degree colder, or there was 
the faintest suspicion of a draught.

It is an enviable reputation and is due 
to the speaker and the eminent, conser- 
yative and practical men he put at the 
heads of the various committees. 

A Hard Worker. 

Speaker Crisp is a hard worker. To 
all outward appearances, however, he 
takes life as easy as a fisherman. He is 
as systematic as a machine. Yet there 
is not a particle of red tape about him. 
It does not take a card to admit one to 
the speaker’s room. It is true there is a 
messenger who sits at the door, but he 
is only there to go on errands and 
throw open the door to callers, who are 
invariably admitted without either card 
or announcement. 

The speaker’s room is an elegant apart- 
ment, but in it the visitor, whoever he 
may be, is received with genuine south- 
ern hospitality. It faces upon the eastern 
lobby of the house. The room is about 
30x20 feet with two large windows. 
The canopy-like ceiling, rising twenty-odd 
feet above the floor, is beautifully paint- 
ed. The painting alone, perhaps, cost 
the government several thousand dollars. 
The walls are of a light drab hue. On 
the floor is a heavy light-colored Brus- 
sels carpet, and the furniture is of carved 
mahogany. In the center of the room un- 
der a handsome bronze chandelier is the 
speaker's desk—a flat-top mahogany table, 


~ tastily carved. Beside it, just as one en- 


ters the room, is a large Russian leather 
chair, to a seat in which the visitor is 
always invited, unless the speaker hap- 
pens to be busy and then he rises, re 
ceives his visitor standing and remains 
standing until the nature of the call is 
disclosed and the business transacted. 
The Center of the Kooua. 

On the west side of the room ig its 
handsomest piece of furniture—an ele- 
gantly carved mahogany cabinet desk 
used by the private secretary. On the 
sidg door to the pigeon holes are carved 
American eagles with outstretched wings 
and above are three great mirrors topped 
ten feet from the floor by a heavy fringe 
of carving crowned by a large eagle. 

On the east side of the room is a 
hatrack in the center and a desk on either 
side. These are occupied by the clerk to 
the speaker’s table and the speaker's 
clerk. Over the marble mantel on the 
north side is a large mirror extending to 
the ceiling and on either side handsomely 
curtained windows. In the niches of the 
Windows caused by the four-foot wall 
are two large chairs each. These are 
made to fit exactly and are occupied 
whenever the conversation between the 
speaker and his visitor happens to be 
of a strictly important nature. 

On the south side of the room on either 
@ide of the door are large bookcases 
filed with records, journals, statutes and 


- public documents, 


The speaker at Home. 

The speaker reaches this room every 
morning at 11 o’clock, having spent the 
early part of the morning in his apart- 
ments at the Metropolitan hotel, reading 
the morning papers and attending to pri- 
Vate matters. His first business at the 
capitol is to get through his mail which 
is generally large. He finds all his letters 
Opened and spread out upon his desk, 
his private secretary having gone through 
them, thrown out advertisements, and 
Written on the heads of very long letters 
the subject. Usually about the time he 
commences reading them the members 
who want recognition to pass private 
during the morning hour begin to. 


They come in one after another and all 
ogg use of practically the same expres-

Pleasant 
day. Many on your list this morning? I 
have a small bill I should like to be recog- 
nized upon.

At noon almost to the second he raps his 
gavel and announces, “The house will come 
to order.” Then, “The chaplain will offer 
prayer.” Rey. Dr. Milburn then treats the 
house two minutes of eloquent and dra- 
matic prayer, with almost invariable refer- 
ence to something read to him from the 
morning papers, 

Next comes the reading of the journal 
and then there is a scramble for rec- 
ognition by the members who want unani- 
mous consent to pass some private bill. 

The house under the good influence of the 
chaplain’s prayer usually remains in a good 
humor for perhaps ten minutes and in that 
time from one to a half dozen private bills 
that are unobjected to go through, but the 
good humor seldom lasts long. Some objector 
rises to call for the regular order. That 
means the call of committees for reports. 
After that the regular business of the day 
is proceeded *with. For several weeks the 
regular order has been appropriation bills. 
The rules of the house provide that all 
bills raising revenue and appropriating 
mon2y shall be considered first in commit- 
tee of the whole and then in the _ house. 
Where the house goes in committee of the 
whole the speaker vacates the chair and 
selects a member to preside as chairman 
of the committee. He must be a thorough- 
ly equipped presiding officer for many times 
delicate questions of order are raised in 
committee which he has to rule upon. Still 
he has the assistance of the speaker's son, 
Mr. Charles R. Crisp, clerk to the speaker's 
table, who can repeat every rule of the 
house verbatim and is as quick as a flash 
to prompt the presiding officer. Indeed, 
the young man, though but twenty-one, 
is a genius in his business. With the ex- 
ception of the speaker and  ex-Speaker 
Reed there is, perhaps, not a member of 
the house who has such a thorough under- 
standing of parlismentary law, or who 
could decide the most delicate point of or- 
der and quote the rule under which the de- 
cision was made, quicker or with more ac- 
curacy. 

A Moment of Ease. 

While the house is in committee of the 
whole unless there be much excitement or 
unless a question of great importance is 
uader d:scussion, the speaker returns to lus 
room to dictate his correspondence. When 
that is concluded he usually lunches. His 
lunch is brought up by his messenger from 
the restaurant below and he partakes of 
it while either dictating letters or discussing 
legislative matters with the members who 
are rushing in all the time to discuss legis- 
lation or to ask how in the world they can 
get consideration by the house of some 
measure on the passage of which his re- 
election depends. 

Then he is called back into the house to 
assume the chair and is usually there un- 
til adjournment. 

He walks back to his hotel, dines and 
then spends the evening with his family, 
and reading and _ studying. 

He retires at a regular hour every even- 
ing and rises with similar regularity. 

Speaker Crisp thinks congress will ad- 
journ by the middle of July. And when 
,it does it will leave a record behind _ not 
equaled by any congress since the war.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Mevement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 21.—Corn sold today at Tic 
a bushel for May delivery, making one of the 
greatest jumps ever known in the history of 
Chicago board of trade. At one time 72c was 
bid, a leap of exactly lic since last night. 
The price did not go up by fractions, but by 
cents at a time, jumping from 65c to 70c at 
one bound, without a single transaction be- 
tween those prices. The bulk of trading, how- 
ever, was in July. Fluctuation in that op- 
tion were not of a startling character. It 
opesee at 47c, or 1c lower than yesterday's 
close, went to 46 3-4c, reached 48c, where it 
stayed a short time, reacted to 46 1-2c and 
cloged at 46 7-8c, a net decline of 11-8c. A 
rumor was floating around that P. D. Armour 
had been caught in May corn. However that 
ay be, those who own stocks of cash corn 
and short seller contracts are supposed to 
have bagged big game. Tonight compared 
with last evening wheat is off 11-2c and 
pork 30c.. Excitement, though manifest, was 
on whole less than yesterday. The volume of 
trading in all the pits was very large. Parties 
to the May corn deal are remarkably reticent, 
both those who are short and those who are 
long. The shorts are naturally reluctant to 
coufess that they are in need of commissera- 
tion, and the longs are not inclined to blow 
their horn while the deal is in progress. It 
is asserted that not 50,000 bushels of corn 
have been traded in since the price got above 
50c. Clearing weather present and prospec- 
tive, was the governing influence in grain pits 
and provisions were weaker in sympathy with 
an easier feeling in July corn. 

In wheat the feeling was unsettled and 
nervous and most of the advance of yesterday 
was lost. The opening was 1 and 1 3-8c lower 
than the closing figures of yesterday, became 
more strong and rallied 3-Sc, then declined 
irregularly ic, ruled steadier and the close 
was 1 1-2c lower than yesterday. 

Oats were fairly active, but unsettled, and 
prices had a liberal range.

ON TO CHICAGO. 


The Young Men’s Democratic Leagué ‘Will

Four Masked Robbers Stop a Train in 
Florida. 


morning, by four masked robbers who, in 
a desperate attempt to secure ‘ moneys 
of the Southern Express Compa.., killed 
‘Express Messenger Saunders and badly 
wounded Soliciting Agent J. M. Cox. The 
train was stopped by the waving of a white 
station lantern. Two robbers jumped up, 
one on each side of the engine, and compell- 
ed the engineer and fireman at the muzzles 
of revolvers to run the train down on a 
trestle 200 yards distant. While this was 
being done the two other robbers entered 
the express car and in an encounter with 
them, Saunders was killed and Cox badly 
wounded in the face. The train hands 
came to the rescue and all four robbers 
beat a retreat. No money was secured. 
A posse is in pursuit of the gang. There 
is no clue yet, : 

Soliciting Agent J. M. Cox, of the South- 
ern Express -Company, reached this city 
this morning and went direct to his home in 
Riverside, a suburb, where he was seen by 
& reporter, to whom he told the following 
story of the attempted train robbery near 
Sanford: 

“I was on train No. 14 this morning, and 
when we had reached the little station of 
Monroe, just this side of Sanford, the train 
was waved down by a :nan with. a lantern, 
who lI supposed was the agent. The man 
got on and we started off slowly when I 
noticed a man standing on the platform of 
the express car just outside of the door. 
Saunders and myself were sitting close to- 
gether on a trunk near the door and on 
seeing the man 1 asked Saunders who it 
was. He threw open the door to see who 
it was and as he did so two men jum 
in, h with a revolver, and ordered, 
‘hands up.’ 

“As the command was uttered Saunders 
grappled the first man, who wes already 
mside the car, and I the other. Then a 
terrible encounter tcok place. The men 

th had pistols and we were unarmed. 
Saunders had endeavored to get his pistol, 
but without success. Firing commenced at 


the outset and they put it to us hot and- 


heavy. We held our own, however, with

Meanwhile Saunders had received mortal 
wounds and staggered through the car to the 
end where he fell. In the excitement I 
scarcely recognized that I had been shot,” 

J. S. Gilbert, baggage master, says that

The whirl- 
wind on the island of Maritius was not 
more startling to the people there than 
the hints of Lord Salisbury were to the 
inhabitants of the British isles, The rumb- 
lings of the physical earthquake are not 
more ominous than the grumblings of 
Jobn Bull over Lord Salisbury’s remarks. 
Free trade is a British institution which 
not even a prime minister will be permit- 
ted to talk lightly about. 

The people on this side the water, 
especially the North American republi- 
cans, are apt to attach undue importance 
to the protection suggestions of Lord 
Salisbury, They mean no more than his 
consent to an international silver confer- 
ence means. Salisbury is out hustling for 
votes, and he can easily explain to the 
manufacturers and business men of Great 
Britain that this protection talk means 
less than nothing, being merely a sop 
thrown to the farmers who belleve in 
protection, In this country the farmers 
are in favor of a low tariff; in Great 
Britain, the farmers, remembering the 
corn laws, are for protection. < 

Lord Salisbury’s party is about to go 
to the people fer reindorsement, and if 
he can catch the little handful of silver 
men and protectionists, they may help 
him to another victory. 

Nevertheless, Lord Salisbury’s utter- 
ances must be credited to May, and filed 
along with other records of cyclones, 
earthquakes, hailstorms, and elemental 
disturbances, ‘

A Dargerous Bill, 


Two bills recently before congress have 
been very generally denounced through- 
out the country, They proposed to give 

the power to exclude from 
the mails all newspapers whose news 
items were in their opinion immoral or 
indecent. 

It was claimed that these bills were 
aimed at a certain class of patent medi- 
cine advertisements, but under their. pro- 
visions postmasters would have found 
opportunities to exclude from the mails 
any publication when they felt inclined 
to use their arbitrary authority. 

Happily one of these bills was killed 
in the senate committee, but the house 
pill lives in the shape of a substitute and 
John Wanamaker is behind it. 

This substitute may come up unexpect- 
edly, and it is the duty of our representa- 
tives to be on their guard. We cannot 
have any further censorship of the press, 
Under the anti-lottery law postmasters 
have stretched their authority, and sup- 
pressed the circulation of unoffending 
newspapers. The new law would be inf- 


“nitely worse. 


The 30,000 postmasters of the country 
cannot be trusted to act as censors of 
the press.

Our present danger 
is that if we take to occasional anarchy 
on our own account, it may be made gen- 
eral here by ap outside force which is 
only too anxious to overturn the whole 
fabric of society in the southern states.

Hon, Henry W. Hilliard’s Recollections of 
Public Life on Three Continents. 


Within the past year some notable books 
have been published by Georgians, and most 
of them have been of substantial historical 
valine. Such was the “Life, Writings and 
Speeches of Ben Hill,”’ and such the biography 
of Robert Toombs. Another book of this kind 
hag just been issued from the press of the 
Putnams by Hon. Henry W. Hilliard, of this 
eity, under the title of “Politics and Pen 
Pictures at Home and Abroad” 


The value and ‘nterest of this publication | 


were foreshadowed in preliminary notices, 
which appeared in The Constitution at the 
time when the manuscript was completed and 
before it went to press. The reception of 
the: book by the general public and the re- 
pect with which it has been treated by emi- 

ent critics confirm the prophecy of interest, 
and a more deliberate review on our part in- 
creases the estimate of its value. 

A volume of memoirs lacks the labored 
style of a work set up with the deliberate 
and avowed purpose of writing a history, yet 
under the elastic and Gonvenient title of rec- 
olilections, the reader often finds historical 
material of the most interesting character; 
and it is the more valuable and trustworthy 
because it is a recollection, and not a series 
of facts selected under the bias of a domi- 
nant historical conception. This is one element 
of interest and value in Mr. Hilliard’s book, 
but there are others of more importance. 

A man whose official life touched the poll- 
ties of three continents and made him a wit- 
ness to several revolutions, of which the 
greatest was in our own country, cannot fail 
to have an experience rich in the. lessons of 
history, and a suggestion of the scope of this 
experience is sufficient to arouse interest in 
his memoirs, Mr. Hilliard’s public career be- 
‘gan with his appointment as minister to Bel- 
gium, a position for which he had been fitted 
by a liberal education and some experience at 
the bar and in public affairs as a member of 
the Alabama legislature. As American min- 
ister at Leopold's court, he met Mr. Danger- 
field, the representative of What was then 
the independent republic of Texas, Texas was 
seeking recognition as an independent nation, 
‘and Mexico was seeking to prevent the an- 
nexdtion of the young republic to the United 
States. Mr. Hilliard acted upon the supposi- 
tion that annexation must come, and conducted 
himself accordingly in his official communica- 
tion with the Belgian government, By a singu- 
lar turn of fortune a few years later, Mr.

THE CROP PROSPECT. 


The Ninth Regular Weekly Crop Bul- 
letin 


OF THE GEORGIA WEATHER SERVICE, 


Under the Direction of the United States 
Department of Agriculture Weather 
Bureau, 


The past week has been a favorable 
one for the farmers except for a defic- 
fency of rainfall The want of rain is 
especially marked in the southern end of 
the state. In the northern counties the 
rain was not greatly below the normal 
amount. But in the south there were 
points where none at all fell and with 
the previous drpness of the ground, the 
drought continues severe. While the tem- 
perature has averaged slightly below the 
normal, there has been a fair amount of 
sunshine and in many sections crops have 
grown rapidly. 

The condition of the cotton crop at the 
present time is more favorable than last 
week. Thanks to the recent rains, a good 
stand has been secured at most points 
in the northern and eastern districts of 
the state. The chief complaint of poor 
stands is made in the southwestern quar- 
ter. The larger part of the crop is now 
above ground and chopping is nearly 
finished throughout the southern and cen- 
fral belts. The crop is on an average 
about two weeks late. There is some com- 
plaint of damage by lice in the south- 
west. 

The reports as to corn are everywhere 
favorable. Its condition has greatly im- 
proved in the southern counties where 
jthere was most danger of injury by 
drought. It is small in some localities bue 
has a good color and with seasonable 
rains will probably make a full crop. The 
crop is above ground in all sections and 
at many points is being plowed the sec- 
ond time. 

Oats suffered most severely by the 
drought and the early crop, which is in 
the central and southern counties, is 
being harvested, will hardly be more than 
half or two-thirds of a full yield. Spring 
oats with suflicient rain will do better. 

The reports as to fruit are more favor- 
able from the northwest and less so from 
the southwest sections of the state. The 
outlook has also improved in the east. 
Some complaint is made of peaches fall- 
ing off where the drought has been 
severe. Taking the state as a whole, the 
prospect is very fair for a good crop. 

From the melon districts of the south- 
ern counties there are good reports and 
melons are predicted to be ready for ship- 
ping by June 10th. Cane and sweet pota- 

toes are up and promise well in the 
southern section. Rice is reported in a 
very fine condition in the east and south- 
east counties. Some farmers in the south, 
where the drought kept cotton from start- 
ing, are replanting In cain and nearly 
every farmer is said to have planted at 
least a small cane patch this year.

Fis Faithless Wife Elopes with His 


Brother, 


wHO HAS BURIED THREE WIVES. 


Bartlett Will Run for Congress—A Jury- 
man Who Was Under Age—The Fat 
andthe Lean Baseball Oontest. 


Macon, Ga, May 21.—(Special.)—G. W. 
Harden, of Juliette, Forsyth county, was 
in Macon this morning and tells a tale 
of woe. 

He mourns the loss of a wife, a three- 

d child, a mule and buggy and all 
his available cash. | 

The wife eloped with her brother-in- 
law, Charles Harden, «*: the 10th of this 
month, and nothing lus since been heard 
of them. 

The story told by George Harden is 
most pitiable and is of more than ordi- 
nary interest. The wronged husband is 
a hard-working man, living at Juliette, 
where he owns a small patch of land. He 
formerly lived in Macon, but about thir 
teen years ago he moved to Forsyth 


_county and married there. During all the 


years that have intervened he has lived 
happily with his wife and they have 
been blessed with four children. The old- 
est is now a boy of eleven years and the 
youngest a little girl of three. 

The peace of the family was broken, 
however, a few months ago by the arrival 
of Charles Harden, a brother, who had, 
lived for some time in Macon and For- 
syth, and afterwards moved to Alabama. 
Charles has married and buried three 
wives already. When he arrived at the 
home in Juliette he was without money 
and his brother took him in and housed 
and fed him. Then the two brothers went 
into partnership. George furnished the 
mule and the wagon which Charles drove 
around the country trading coal tar gum, 
or some other condiment, for chickens 
which were afterwards sold in the Macon 
market. 

On the 10th of May Charles left home 
on his usual round, and that same day 
Mrs. Addie Harden left on the East Ten- 
nessee train, her husband buying a ticket 
for William’s station, where the wife was 
to visit a cousin for eight days. She took 
with her the little girl, Mary Lucile. At 
the end of the eighth day Mr. Harden 
went up to Williams for his wife. He 
had been somewhat disturbed on account | 
of the non-appearance of his brother with 
the horse and buggy; but his surprise 
changed to horror when he found that 


his wife had not been to Williams, and 


had not been seen by her relatives. On 
inquiring down the line he discovered 
that on the same evening she had left 
him his wife had left the train at Frank- 
ville, where she met Charles Harden, 
who was waiting for her with the buggy. 
The pair drove over into Jones county 
and that was the last thing seen of them. 

The heart-broken husband returned to 
his home and four little ones. He is with- 
out money and this morning came to 
Macon to enlist the assistance of the 
authorities. He says that all he wants 
is his child and to see the faithless wife 
and guilty brother punished.

Mr. Freisleben, who is secretary of the 
committee, introduced the following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted: 

Resolved, That a convention be held in 
the city of Atlanta on Saturday, July 9, 1892, 
to nominate a democratic candidate for sena- 
tor for the thirty-fifth senatorial dist com- 
osed of the counties of Fulton, Cobb and 
Jayton. Said convention to be held in the 
basement of the courthouse at 12 o’clock m. 

Resolved further, That the county of Clay- 
ton shall be entitled to two votes in said 
convention; the county of Fulton to six votes, 
and the county of Cobb to four votes, 
that each of said counties be represented in 
said convention by the number of delegates 
it is_allowed, viz, Clayton to have two dele- 
ates, Fulton six delegates and Cobb four 
elegates.

in the world, So they called it Italia. And 
if you will read “The Chevalier of Pensiere- 
Vani,”” I warrant that you will agree, despite 
the vain regrets implied in the very name 
of the cavalier t tha Nquor must needs 
have been indeed to deserve the name 
the monks gave it. 


Edmando de Amecis began, a number of 
years ago, to write books of travel that were 
at once a description of the places that he 
visited and an invitation to accompany him 
on his journey. In reading them you are not 
only enlightened as to what is to be seen, but 
you enjoy also the companionship of a very 
agreeable man. 

Then Pierre Loti and Lafcadio Hearn went 
to strange places, very distant parts of the 
earth, and lived there among unknown peoples 
and by their mysterious literary art vouch- 
safe unto whomsoever reads their books not 
only the knowledge of the contour f the hjlis 
and the shapes of horses, but the versitable 
consciousness of life in those places. 

These are higher books of travel, the con- 
tribution of genius to this class of literature, 
In reading them you are credited with a better 
intellectual equipment than that of a tally 
boy to check off facts. By the exercise of 
the imagination you are permitted to live, 
and in wonderfully fascinating company 
withal, in the uttermost parts of the earth. 
It may therefore be said that it is an im- 
portant literary event whenever genius goes 
wandering into far countries, for wonderful 

gs may come of it. For instance, Heine 
went to Italy, and behold the ‘“Italaenische 
Reisebilder,’’ than which hardly a more de- 
ential book exists as the result. Sterne left 
his wife and his flock to go upon a journey, 
and one feels almost inclined to sing 
ology for every wayward ste ‘ 
that the fulfillment of Mrs. Rollins’s resolnu- 
tion to go to South America and then, after 
an interval at Bermuda to go to Alaska, was 
an important literary event we shall see by 
a consideration of her latest work, ‘From 
Palm to Glacier.’’ 

The author started ont peculiarly well fitted 
to give artistic expression to what she should 


see in the tropics. There has lately appeared ‘ 


in the columns of this paper a sketch of her 
and her surroundings, which I should like 
to emphasize by a memorandum of her un- 
usual social qualities. She is one of those 
excellent products of Boston birth and train- 
ing, that left Boston before she was spoiled. 
It is no laughing matter, nor even only an 
idle newspaper joke that the Boston child is 
fed with information in the same fashion 
that the Alsatian asant woman nourishes 
her geese. Like other characteristic Boston 
children this lady imbibed in her early days 
enough Latin and Greek and history and phil- 
osophy to set up any number of western col- 
leges and supply a faculty for theology, —= 
criticism and philosophy in a seminary. en 
she went to Germany, discoursed with the 
elders of learning in their temples of inform- 
ation and returned a pride to her native town 
and a strong hope to the pillars of the Boston 
idea. But she played a trick upon them. She 
did not become the president of a college 
for women; she married a charming man of 
the world and settled down in New York 
with the conclusion that it is more important 
to live than to learn what you don’t care to 
know. The result is charming. Her social 
qualities are bewildering. You may find at 
her table today some one whom every one is 
thinking of and praising, and tomorrow an- 
other whom no has even heard of. And

Moonshiner Who 
but Ran 


Story of a 
Walked Everywhere, 
Into Trouble, 


Early yesterday morning, just as the 
bright red sun was climbing over the eastern 
hills, a pilgrim—an old man gray and bent, 
crippled and sad looking—walked out of the 
Fulton county jail, walked slowly along 
Frasier street and turned into Fair. 

As the old man turned around the cor- 
ner, with the big wall shutting out the view 
of the prison house, he looked back, but not 
regretfully. He shifted the small bundle 
which he carried from one hand to the other 
and walked along Fair street just as rapid- 
ly as his crooked legs would carry him. 

The old man was Albert Oliver, the moon- 
shiner. He was just out of jail. He was 
just starting on a long and lonely walk 
to his home maong the hills of Fannin 
county. 

Albert Oliver has a history. He is the 
old moonshiner who ran ten miles with a pis- 
tol in his hand beating’ the officers, who 
were riding, to his still. Before they ar- 
rived he had torn every vestige of it away. 
When they rode up there stood Albert Oli- 
ver, panting with exhaustion, but smiling 
and with a drawn pistol in his hand. He 
was old and he was crippled and he had 
run ten miles and was worn out with work, 
but he determined to act gamely. 

This marvelous exploit of Oliver’s won 
him a widé notoriety. Although he was 
a desperate fellow he was allowed to go 
out on bond, and twice did he walk to At- 
lanta from Fannin county and return to see 
about his trial. 

First he came to appear before the grand 
jury and next to attend his trialk He was 
given six months’ imprisonment as his sen- 
tence sbout two months ago. | 

The old fellow was badly knocked out at 
his sentence, and he pondered in his mind 
to find some way of release. 

Finally he hit upon the happy plan of 
Writing to. the papers and making a full 
statement of his case. For several days 
he worked up )n his statement and finally he 
turned it over to The Constitution and it 
was published. 

It resulted in his release. 

lt set forth a pitiable state of affairs. His 
wife was invalid, his stepmother, who was 
dependent upon him, was unable to get 
around. Then he stated that he was not 
guilty. True the “still” was near his house; 
true he had met the “revenues” going after 
that “‘still’’; true he had run ten miles over 
the rough country road and removed the 
still before they arrived; still he was not 

uilty. That “still” belonged to a friend. 
le knew if 1t was found so near his home 
he would be arrested. He determined to 
remove it. He did. 

Judge Newman had Oliver brought before 
him Thursday and told him that considering 
the fact that he had run and walked. so 
much, and considering the condition ef his 
amily, and not because he did not believe 

guilty, he would discharge him. 

So yesterday morning he started on his 
ene-hundred-mile journey home. 

The blue mountains of Fannin are now 
growing nearer to the old man as he trudges 
wearily on.

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The Governor Issues a Proclamation on 
the Subject. 


THE LAW MUST BE ENFORCED. 


He Will Bxert Allthe Power of the State 
to Suppress Mob Violence—A Re- 
ward for Offenders. 


Governor Northen is greatly concerned 
about the recent exhibition of mob violence 
in Georgia, especially the triple lynching 
at Clarksville a few days ago, and he says 
he is going to break up this lawlessness if 
he has to bring the whole power of the 
state to bear upon it. With this view he 
has issued a proclamation to the people of 
Georgia and the following is a copy: 

The Governor's Words. 

a Proclamation.—Georgia. By W. J. 
Northen, Governor of Said State.—It is a 
fundamental principle in our organic law 
that ‘no person shall be deprived of life, lib- 
erty, or property, except by due process of 
law.’ This, supported by the further con- 
stitutional provision, ‘protection to person 
and property is the paramount duty of 
government and shall be impartial and 
complete,’ should make every citizen ab- 
solutely secure in his rights guaranteed in 
the constitution of the state. These rights 
I have sworn to defend, and so long as I 
conunue in the office I will exert all the 
power the law confers upon me to secure 
to every citizen of the state, of whatever 
class or condition, the enjoyment of all 
the rights given him under the law. 

‘Under our peculiar social conditions, 
we are liable to many and great criminal 
outrages. I cannot conceive, however, of 
any violation of law so outrageous as to 
justify setting aside the authority of the 
state, in order to find suitable punishment 
to meet the ends of justice. This is espe- 
cially true since, by an act of the present 
general assembly, the supreme court is 
required to give speedy hearing and de- 
termination in criminal cases, and to trans- 
mit promptly the remittitur to the clerk 
of the court from which the writ of error 
was taken; and the judge of said court 
shall then have full power, in term or va- 
cation, to pass any order, sentence, or judg- 
ment necessary to carry into execution the 
judgment of the court. There can now be 
wl just complaint against dealys in the 

“The laws of the state are ample for the 
protection of the people; the courts are open 
for conviction, and the executive stands 
ready, at all times, to enforce the judgments 
of the courts against lawlessness and vio- 
lence of any and all kinds. The killing of 
a citizen by a mob is deliberate murder, 
and the perpetrators of the crime should 
suffer, at the hands of the courts, the prop- 
er penalty. Lynching is brutal, cruel, and 
barbarous. I now call upon the people of 
this state, in the name of law and order, 
to respond promptly to the summons of 
the officers of the law for the protection 
of citizens whose lives may be threatened

“The law further provides: “Whenevy 
any riot, outbreak, tumult, mob, or nee 
shall occur or be imminent, under such 
circumstances that timely application can- 
not be made to the governor, and action had 
thereon by him, the mayor of any city, town 
or village, in which any of said volunteer 
forces are located, if he ascertains, or has 
geod reason to believe, that the ordinary 
posse comitatus or civil power of the coun- 
ty, city, town or village where such viola- 
tion of the laws and peace of this state Oc- 
curs or appears imminent, are or would be 
unable to grey, toad suppress or prevent the 
same, may, without first making application 
to the governor, direct the commander of 
each company, or part of a company, of 
said volunteer forces, in the county, or said 
city, town or village where such lawless- 
ness exists or is threatened, to call out, and 
report with, his command to such civil of- 
ficer, to enforce the laws and preserve the 
peace, and it shall be the duty of such com- 
mander and all persons composing such 
command to obey such order.’ 

“The honor of the state demands that the 
law be enforced, and that all citizens be 
given a fair and impartial trial before the 
proper tribunal—the courts of the state. 

“On the 18th of May, instant, James Red- 
mond, Bob Addison and Gus Robinson 
were securely confined in the common jail 
of Habersham county, in the. custody and 
under the protection of the law. They were 
forcibly taken from said jail, and hanged. 

“These persons were believed to be guitly 
of murder, recently committed in said coun- 
ty. They had never been arraigned before 
any tribunal under such charge. They were 
merely captured and hurried to jail. Dur- 
ing their first night in jail, a mob seized 
and hanged them. 

“The citizens of Habersham county have. 
in the past, sustained the reputation of 
being peaceable and law-abiding. The su- 
perior court of the county is presided over 
by an incorruptible and upright judge. The 
prosecuting officer has always been faith- 
ful to his duties and uniformly successful 
in bringing offenders to trial and punish- 
ment. The body of her people, represent- 
ed by her juries, has uniformly shown a 
disposition to aid in giving adequate protec- 
tion to life and property. . 

“The outrage committed upon the lives 
of these defenseless men is absolutely with- 
out excuse or palliation. I now call upon 
the people of Habersham county, first by 
their approving, sober judgment; and, next, 
by their earnest and ailigent efforts, to aid 
the executive in bringing these offenders to 
justice. 

“In the execution of my purpose to secure 
to every citizen of the state the enjoyment 
of all the rights guaranteed to him by the 
constitution, 1 now desire that the secretary 
of state record and issue a proclamation 
offering a reward of $200 for the arrest 
and delivery of the persons actively partici- 
pating in the murder of said persons, with 
proof sufficient to convict, to the sheriff of 
a “erg county.
